Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose a process, as called for in claims 12 and 22, in which the alkylation of aromatic 
hydrocarbon with olefins is carried in a cascade of at least two reactors wherein the order of the 
reactors within the cascade is changed at time intervals such that each reactor assumes each of 
the positions within the cascade for the same period of time. Further, as shown in the 
specification, the change of order of reactors makes the catalyst life last longer and increase the 
selectivity with regard to dodecene by about 2%.
